Siu: On the 9th'of May the At- 


torney General submitted to me a pro- 
position that, he said, had your ap- 
proval. On tho 10th I accepted the 
same, out of deference to your wishes, 
feeling that in doing so T was humilia- 
tin« myself and the courts of the State. 
This 1 did solely in the interest of 
peace, supposing that the latter would 
assent to your proposed plan of settle- 
ment. 
In accordance with the propo- 


sition of the Attorney General I issued 
a proclamation convening the Legisla- 
ture on the fourth Monday of May in- 
stant. 
To my surprise Baxter has de- 


clined to submit the question of his 
election to the Legislature. In conver- 
sation with members they say he boldly 
proclaims that he does not and will not 
permit an investigation of his right to 
the office. 
You ask me to recognize
